REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant 
has clarified in their remarks filed March 30, 2010 that the torsion and detorsion is 
applied to the same molten portion of the fiber. As noted by the applicant, the prior art 
teaches applying torsion and detorsion to the fiber in an alternating fashion. That is, 
one stretch of fiber will have a torsion in one direction and the subsequent stretch of 
fiber will have a detorsion in the opposite direction; this pattern repeating in an 
alternating fashion. Basically, each portion of the drawn glass material will have either 
a torsion or a detorsion and not both. In light of the applicant's remarks, the claim 
limitation of claim 8 will be interpreted as a torsion and detorsion is applied to the same 
viscous portion of the drawn glass material. The prior art fails to teach or suggest 
applying a torsion and detorsion to the same viscous portion of the drawn optical fiber.
